CANADIAN SWINE 
INDUSTRY DECIDE 
ON A NEW POLICY 


Ottawa, April 25.—A definite for- 
ward policy for the Canadian swine 
industry, in view of the present mar- 
ket situation, was decided upon at 
the concluding meeting of the confer- 
ence of livestock men here Saturday. 

Two important resolutions were 
passed, providing for: 

1. That both prices for select and 
thick smooth grades of hogs shall be 
published, the differential being fixed 
by a joint swine committee, and, 

2. That the initial differential be at 
the rate of one-half cent per pound. 

Further resolutions were given ap- 
proval reaffirming the conference’s 
support of the principle of hog grad- 
ing and requesting that arrangements 
be made to introduce a second grade 
in the thick smooth class of hogs. 

The conference was attended by 
swive producers, packers, railway of- 
ficials, livestock men, officials of the 
department of agriculture and repre- 
sentatives. of the co-operative mar- 
keting organization. 


ASKS WRITTEN 
EXAMINATIONS 


Edmonton, April 22.-- A request 
that the department of education re- 
vert to the old practice of requiring 
all grade eight pupils in the province 
to write examinations, was the gist 
of a resolution passed at the closing 
session of the Alberta Educational as- 
sociation on Thursday afternoon, Oth- 
er resolutions ask separate examina- 
tion papers for each subject in grade 
eight and that a new examination 
board be established for grade eight 
or public school teachers given repre- 
sentation. 

Equally important with relation to 
the aim for higher standards in the 
upper grades is the resolution spon- 
sored by the high school teachers 
which calls for the cessation of any 
tendeticy of departmental officials to 
pass pupils who are not due for pro- 
motion according to the figures of the 
examiners.

WHEAT DISPUTE IS 
NOW ALL SETTLED 


Calgary, April 23—Confirmation that 
the question that had arisen in east- 
ern Canada in connection with No. 3 
dried wheat had now been settled, 
was contained in a telegram received 
on Friday by the Cummings Grain 
Company, Limited. The message, 
which was from Fort William, stated 
that the grain inspection department 
was now grading dried number 3 
wheat as straight grade. - 

This will enable exporters to fill 
their contracts. In view of the fact 
that there are about ten million bush- 
els of dried No. 3 at the head of the 
lakes not a little anxiety was caused 
in grain shipping circles when the in- 
spection department a few days ago 
refused to give a straight grade cer- 
tificate to a cargo that had been load- 
ed. The greater part of the stored 
grain had been purchased by export- 
ers on this side on the usual under- 
standing that the dried grain would, 
of course, as in past years, be given 
a straight grade. If by any chance an 
amendment has been made to the 
Canada Grajn Act now, grain men 
state it would have led to a long drawn 
out wrangle, As mentioned, however, 
the question has now been definitely 
settled by the grain inspection de- 
paxtment.agreeing- to. still_give.

MISSISSIPPI FLOOD’S 
DEATH LIST OVER 200 


Memphis, Tenn., April 25.—The 
dark record of Mississippi valley de- 
solation was continued today as flood 
waters extended to new towns and 
farming communities, 

The death list, known to embrace 
at least 100, mounted as news trickled 
in from stricken districts. Official 
estimates placed the probable death 
toll in the Mississippi delta at 200. 

The fate of many others in the far- 
flung sectors was doubtful. Thousands 
have been rescued from perilous situ- 
ations while other

Throughout 
the flooded valley fleets of boats 


weretaking refugees from levee tops, 
tree and house tops, knolls, Indian 
mounds and upper storeys of houses.

With more than 100,000 — persons 
already homeless and refugee camps 
swelling almost hourly in population, 
grave fears were felt by officials for 
inhabitants of the delta country be- 
tween Greenville and Vicksburg. De- 
spite warning to evacuate their homes 
before the food waters from the stops 
landing crevasse arrived, reports to 
the National Guard officials at Green- 
ville last night indicated that few had 
left.

The reason that bread has in most

sess special properties. You know 
what proteins are—the flesh-forming 
constituents of foods. Well, these | 
wheat proteins possess the special 


property of causing the flour, on the 
admixture of water, to form an elas: | 
tic dough. No other cereal flour does 
that. A lump of bread dough, on ac- 
count of its elastic properties, can, by 
the installation of a suitable gas gen- 
erator, be blown up from the inside 
to form a sort of pneumatic hozey- 
comb, which on the subsequent appli- 
cation of heat, sets into the object 
which we call a loaf of bread. 


The generator we make use of 
is a culture of yeast. The expanding 
force which causes bread dough to 
“rise” 
off in the fermentation of sugar by 
the yeast. {It is the same gas which 
causes soda water to “fizz. But the 
sugar naturally present in the flour is 
small in amount, and the main source 
that in the fermentation is 
the starch, of which there is always 
abundance. Before can utilize 
starch, however, the starch must be 
converted into sugar by the action of 
ferment known as diatase. The 
lack of suffieient diatase has been 
found to be a rather common fault of 
poor flours, Sprouted wheat is al- 
ways very rich in diatase, and oa 
small admixture of sprouted kernels 
in sound wheat is sometimes an ad- 
vantage in improving the rising qual- 
ities of the resulting flour. 

The amount by which it is possible 
to inflate a mass of bread dough, 
without having it fall out of shape or 
rupture into large holes, depends 
largely on the elasticity and coher: 
ence of the flour proteins, the gluten, 
as they are called. Since upon this 
depends the lightness, and to a large 
extent the palatability of the bread, 
the quality and quantity of the gluten 
are naturally of the first importance. 
In the United States the practice of 
paying a premium for high protein 
wheat has become quite general. The 
average protein content of Canadian 
wheat is considerably higher than that 
of United States wheat, and since it 
is high enough to satisfy the millers’ 
requirements, there has not been in 
Canada the same competition to se- 
cure high protein lots. The English 
market, furthermore, has not yet 
adopted the system of buying on pro- 
tein content. There is little doubt, 
however, that the greater commercial 
value of high protein wheat will 
eventually secure general recognition 
on the export markets of the world. 

The protein test takes account, of 
course, only of the quantity, not the 
quality of the gluten, However though 
gluten quality varies widely in differ: 
ent varieties, it tends to be fairly con- 
stant in wellematured, sound samples 
of the same or of closely similar var-

Poets and philosophers tell of the 
satisfaction obtained from cultivation 
of flower and vegetable gardens, but 
the practice is not as general as 


could be wished, In many places 
there is much less gardening than 
there was some years ago. People 


have too many things they want to do 
with their spare time. .

education of the Canadian teacher, is the opinion of 
a large party of teachers who will journey across 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific lines this summer, 
headed by Professor Sinclair Laird, Dean of the 
School for Teachers, Macdonald College. 

Dean Laird’s tours have become widely popular 
during the four years they have been conducted. In 
a statement issued by him in connection with the 
coming 21-day trip to the west, Dean Laird said: 
“With the 60th Anniversary of Confederation occur- 
ring in July, it seems very fitting that this event 
should be celebrated by as many Canadians as pos- 
sible, visiting the country from east to west over the 
pioneer railway which has opened the west, and which 
itself was one of the public works undertaken to bring 
British Columbia into Confederation. 

“The Canadian Pacifie Railway has opened to 
settlement vast stretches of territory which previously 
had been practically unknown, unvisited and un- 
travelled. Canadians will find additional inspiration 
in travelling over our pioneer transcontinental rail- 
way and visiting the western provinces that have 
been peopled and have become prosperous as a result 
of this railway. The progress made in the last sixty 
years will be a great revelation.” 

@This tour will begin from Toronto July 25, leav- 
ing at noon, the first day’s journey being through 
the beautiful lake regions of Muskoka and on to 
Sudbury. From here the journey continues through 
the big game areas of northern Ontario to the north 
shore of the Great Lakes. The north shore of Lake 
Superior offers something unique in Canadian scen- 
ery, and the schedule is so arranged that the journey 
through this rugged country is made during the day. 
After the great grain ports of Fort William and Port 
Arthur are reached the special train speeds west to 
Winnipeg, the grain marketing centre of the prairies 
Nearly a full day of interest is spent at Winnipeg;

a half a day at Regina and then on to Calgary, one 
of the finest cities in Canada, which lies within sight 
of the Rocky Mountains. The train then heads into 
the Rockies through the Gap and arrives in Banff 
July 29, where several days are spent. Motor rides 
to many of the beauty spots in the vicinity, especially 
along the Banff-Windermere highway, feature this 
part of the tour. Banff is the headquarters of the 
Rocky Mountain Park, a reserve of 2,751 square miles, 
where mountain game can be seen at close quarters 
on all sides. Banff’s mountains, sulphur swimming 
pools, its golf course, are known to travellers from 
all parts of the world. The journey from Kootenay 
Landing to Nelson is made by steamer, where the 
train is boarded again for Vancouver, This, and its 
sister city, Victoria, are great shipping ports of the 
Pacific that afford hours of interest for the traveller. 

The veturn through the Rockies is made over 
entirely new ground, one of the most important spots 
being Lake Louise, claimed by world travellers as the 
most beautiful bit of scenery in the whole world. The 
scenery from here to Banff is so perfect that to avoid 
missing any the train does not travel at night but 
continues its journey in the morning, Edmonton is 
the next city of outstanding interest and, from here 
the journey to Winnipeg is made over a_ different 
stretch of the prairie country. At Fort William the 
party leaves the train for a journey down the Great 
Lakes on one of the Canadian Pacifie’s fine lake 
steamers, which arrives at Port MeNicoll August 15. 
This lake journey has been voted by others of former 
tours of Dean Laird’s, as a wonderful conclusion to 
a glorious journey across the continent. Toronto is 
reached four hours after leaving Port McNicoll and 
the journey is over. )
